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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Applicants' preliminary amendment filed on July 3 1 , 2003 was 
received. Claims 1-15 are deleted. Claims 16-31 are added. 

2. Applicant is advised that should Claim 25 be found allowable, Claim 27 will 
be objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. When 
two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they 
both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after 
allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the 
allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

In the specification (page 7, line 10), it is not clear as to what "0.5 C 8 Hi 2 " 
refers to. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 17, 23 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In Claim 17 (line 4) and Claim 23 (lines 4-5), it is not clear as to what "0.5 
C 8 Hi 2 " refers to. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 16, 21-22 and 28-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Miyoshi (EP 1 043 363). 

Miyoshi discloses a silicone rubber mold obtained by curing an addition 
curable composition in the presence of a rhodium catalyst. ([0002], [0010]-[0015], 
[0017]-0023]) Note that "baking" in the preamble of the instant claim is merely an 
intended use, and does not carry any weight of patentability. See MPEP 21 1 1.02. 
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Since Miyoshi's curable composition is substantially the same as Applicants' 
composition, Examiner has a reasonable basis to believe that both have the same 
appearances including transparency, color, etc. In re Best, 195 USPQ 430 (CCPA 
1977). 

8. Claims 1 8-20 and 24-27 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Miyoshi does not teach or fairly suggest the specific mold set forth in Claims 
18-20 and 24-27. 

9. Claims 17, 23 and 3 1 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action 
and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Miyoshi does not teach or fairly suggest the specific catalysts set forth in 
Claims 17, 23 and 31. 

10. The "X" references cited in the international search report are not relied 
upon because of the following reasons: 
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None of the "X" references, except Miyoshi applied above, teaches or fairly 
suggests the elastomeric baking mold of the present invention.
